pointed out that certain trusties apparently have access to their files in the

their future assistance, and in view of the necessity that they remain alive 
and cooperative, it would seem desirable at this timo, if possible, to assist 
BELCASTRO and to secure a transfer Penitentiary. The USM, 
Omaha, Nebr., has advised that BELCASTRO ma not be returned to 
Terre Haute until the latter part of the week of 7/22/51, and possibly not until 
the week of 7/29/51.
